They were -some of the, first 
strangers ever to be admitted to their 
two-year-old colony in the backwoods 
on a hill six miles from Corby, Derby- 
shire—twenty people who Hve — us 
people Wed hundreds of years ago. 


They are cultured, educated people, 
five families In all, who bave gone 
buck to the land, they say, to escape 
the strain of living in modern towns 
ind cities. 


_ Their numbers Include a University 
graduate, a stockbroker, a journalist, 
a chemist and a schoolmaster. 


Three babies have been born re- 
cently in the colony, whose pcople 
till the land and tend their stock from 
dawn to sunset. 


They scarcely ever visit a town.- 


They never visit a theatre or cinema, 
hear neither radlo nor gramophone. 
In their half dozen wooden shacks, 
spotlessly clean inside, the wives 
prepare home-grown food over open 
res, 


They were asked why the men folk 
grow long beards, 


A chorus replied, “Because we do 
not think it is worth shaving.” 


“We believe in just living our own 
natural lives with our wives and 
familles,” said one of the leaders. 


We ure outside the money system 
as far as possible. That is to say we 


by farming our own land, keeping 
cattle and using horses and donkeys 
for transport. : 


“We are working on a sort of five- 
year plan in the hope that eventually 
we shall be absolutely sclf-support- 
ing. We have o weaving apparatus 
with which we are starting to- make 
our own clothes. : 


“Our life is no sinccure. But re- 
member this, we lead a ylrile life in 
the open and every one of us is happy. 

“There is no real organisation, cach 
man working with his family for him- 
self. But we are not cranks—we are 
Ievel-headed people,”

Landlords, as a race, -are 
unpopular people as a rule; but 
there is no fault found with the 
ordinary’ Hongkong building 
proprietor for the rents he asks. 
They are not exorbitant. They 
do not always bring « decent 
profit on the investment. That 
is probably because the cost of 
construction is very heavy, for 
some reason which has yet to be 
explained. But for the cubicle 
dweller and even the $200- or 
$300-dollar-2-month man times 
are always hard, and rents are 
one of causes for his constant 
financial stringency, the perpe- 
tual penny-watching which 
must be the lot of-such 2 com- 
munity as this where labour is 
so cheap. ‘A condition which 
allows cheap labour can ‘proba- 
bly be traced -to over-supply, 
simply to too great a population 
for the commercial: require- 
ments of a place, though’ econo- 
mists do say that no population 
can be.too large to support it- 
However that may be, 
there is much poverty here, and 
living conditions for the smal 
wage earner are such that they 
might very well be further in- 
vestigated. The blame for the 
high cost of living in Hongkong 
probably does not ile upon rents 
any more than on food and 
clothing. And since wages 
must be governed by the cost, of 
living it would be interesting to 
discover just whnt their rela- 
tion is at this time. °

seen him. 


The film bosses who make big money out of his ’stériéa can- | 
not tell you how old he is, and this in the business where nobody 


is allowed to have any secrets. 


Millions have read his book, “The Thin Man,” millions‘ more 
have scen the film. So let’s put on record what we have found 


out about him, for his career is more interesting than that of 


most literary folk. 


First to describe him: Dashicll Hammett is a thin man. - 
He is tall; handsome, has grey hair, a black moustache, and 
~--- | humorous eyes. 


Hammett’s hobbies are few 
and simple: drinking, ping-pong, 
and parlour games. He likes 
giving parties, but prefers to sit 
round while others do the talk- 
ing. He likes to keep long and 
Jate hours, and he doesn’t sleep 
so well even when he gets to bed. 

The world’s greatest detective 
writer does not read detective 
stories, but he docs read philo- 
sophy.: Do you know that excit- 
ing but heavy-going book called 
“Decline of the West,” by Oswald. 
Spengler? . 


It tells of the decay of Western 
civilisation. To banish his in- 
somnia Hammett reads a slab of 
that at nights.

OBITUARY 


It was with the deepest regret 
that I read of the death of an‘ old 
friend Richard Arthur Brabazon 
Ponsonby-Fanec. It is over twenty 
years dgo since I first met him’ ih 


the days when he was Private 
Secretary to Slr Henry May and for 
o’year or two at least he used to 
play for the Civil Service Cricket 
Club on Saturdays. He was ao really 
fine wicket-keeper who never used 
pads and, 1 believe, in his younger 
days scldom wore gloves. As a 
bowler of Iobs he was perhaps more 
unexpected than dangerous, but a3 a 
batsman he was Indeed a thorn in 
the bowlers’ sides.. Crouching low 
down he played an entirely defen- 
sive game—indeed when playing 
back he had a trick of slipping his 
hand half-way down the blade of the 
bat and patting the ball to rest in 
his block. But when the Impatient 
bowler sent down a full toss it. was 
well and truly dealt with and I have 
never seen a man take so many im- 
pertinent short runs with: impunity. 
“Pon Pon”, as he was affectionately 
nicknamed, was one of the members 
of the I. Zingari who strictly obeyed 
the club rule that if struck the 
ployer must not rub the Injured 
spot, I have seen him take some 
terrific blows quite imperturbably. 

It 4s probable that as a cricketer 
Ponsonby Fane never passed the 


‘good Club standard, but few men 


have ever surpassed him in his love 
of the game, and by no one was the 
spirit of cricket more clearly ex- 
pressed. Nor did he love cricket 
for himself alone. He wos on in- 
defatigable coach and it 1s impossl- 
ble to praise too highly the splendid 
and untiring work. he did for the 
cricket of the Hongkong University. 
He raised its standard to one well 
matched with: that of other First 
League teams and so thorough was 
‘his work that it ‘lasted -long after 
he had passed on from the Colony. 
He was onc of the older generation 


-of--cricketers,—of--a--typo--wo-scldom.,

Mr. Taylor testified as to the con+ 
tents of the bottles and packnges. 
Ho sald that all the materials found 
in the flat wero necessory ingredi- 
enta In the manufacturing of heroin 
pills, The bottle of brown. powder 
found fn the chest of drawers con- 
talned cocaine. ‘ : 

After Tsang Kong-ylng, pollee in- 
terpreter, has read accused's state~ 
ment made at the time he was 
charged, Mr. Whyatt intimated that 
the Crown case had ‘closed. 


‘ACCUSED'S EVIDENCE 


When the case was resumed !n the 
afternoon, defendant gave evidence. 
He sald he arrived in Hongkong in 
May to do’ business fn on appetising 
sort of sauce for soup. Business 
here was slack, and defendant . in- 
tended to ‘return to Shanghal when 
the war broke out... Durlng his stay 
{n Hongkong, he had lived at No. 304 
Jaffe Road, which had been rented 
by the friend, Lit King-ming, who 
returned to Shanghai on September 
21, leaving defendant in charge. of 
the floor. 

Defendant engaged Chung Lam on 
October 30. He always had his tif- 
fin at home, but was mostly out dur- 
ing the evenings. All the property 
In the flat belonged to Li, with “the 
exception of two suitcases, Defen- 
dant made use of the safe as Li had 
left the key with him. He had no 
{dea what the articles found on top 
of the chest of drawers were for, 
and did not know about the sliding 
panels of the suite, 

He denied having said he would 
give $100 to S. R. O, Grimmitt, What 
he really sald was that he would 
produce the wallet for the ofMfcer to 
look nt as he was golng to scarch 
defendant, Asked to repeat what he 
had sald In English, defendant said, 
“Don't strike! F can take out to let 
you see.” He: had counted the wad 
of notes before handing them to the 
officer os he wanted to know how 
much he wns handing over. He had 
also intended to show S. R. O, Grim- 
mitt the rest of the moncy when the 
wallet was taken from:him. Defen- 
dant declared he had never attempt- 
ed to bribe the European revenue 
officer, : 

Cross-cxamined by Mr. Whyatt, 
defendant sald he had brought $2,- 
000 with him when he came to Hong- 
kong. He still had over $1,000 when 
he was arrested. There was nearly 
$400 in the wallet on October 30, 
.$200 of which defendant usually car- 
ried about with him, and the rest had 
been won the night before in gam- 
bling. During his stay in the flat, 
he had not noticed Li using the ar- 
tieles found, 

. Addressing the Jury, Mr, Whyatt 
submitted that he had proved that 
accused was in possession or control 
of the flat and its contents, and had 
given a bribe to S, R. O, Grimmitt. 
The bottle of cocaine was found in 
the top drawer of the chest of draw- 
ers, though defendant had denicd it 
was there, but evidence of It had 
been given by both S. R. O. Grimmitt 
and Mr. Taylor and had: remained 
unchallenged. It was: impossible to 
belleve, counsel submitted, that de- 
fendant could be in sole occupation 


‘{of the flat for one month with the 


articles lying about, tnking clothes 
out of the drawers, using the 
desk, ete., without knowing 
of the existence of the = things, 

In conclusion, Mr. Whyatt sald the 
Crown sugfestion was that accused

Mr. D'Almada, for the defonce, 
sald that ‘though ‘defendant was in

the law, whether the Crown - had 
proved the guilt of accused on both 
the charges beyond ressonable doubt, 
A principle of English law was that 
the onus of proof lay with the Crown, 
and it was not up to accused to prove 
his Innocence, - 3 

Thero had been no suggestion in 
the evidence that accused had sought 
secrecy, Chung Lam had not stated 
thot ha had been told to look out for 
strangers or sworn .to allence, ‘Ac- 
cused, in fact, did not even. possess 
his own key to the house, but rang 
the bell. like any other person, -No 
evidence had deen offered . by : the 
Crown to connect. accused with the 
drug by the handling of it. ‘The 
Jury, counsel contended, were not 
able to say that the evidence offered 
by the Crown was consistent with 
gullt and not with Innocence. - 

Counsel further suggested that It 
wos notural-for accused to look sur- 
prised when he found a total stranger 
opening the door to him on his re- 
turn to the flat. He also suggested 
that 8. R. O. Grimmitt was mistaken 
ns to what happened in the flat that 
afternoon. There was also no corro- 
boration that accused had attempted 
to grab the moncy back. 

In tho course of his summing up, 
his Lordship pointed out that accused, 
contrary to the instructions given to 
his counsel, had denied that tho 
bottle of cocaine was in the top 
drawer, If the Jury came to the 
conclusion that accused knew the 
bottle was there, it was rather dif- 
ficult to believe that anyone could 
change his under-garments which he 
took from the drawer where the 
polls was, without. belng aware of 


Referring to the evidence of the 
hhonding over of the money, his Lord- 
ship said that if S. R. O. Grimmitt’s 
evidence was truc, and If his recol- 
lectlon could be relied on, why 
shoutd on innocent man say at once 
when he was seized, “Please Ict me 
go. I will give ye $1007” Defen- 
dint himself had told a different 
story by saying he was only showlng 
the money to S, R. O. Grimmitt. 

Until accused had gone into the 
witness box, his Lordship. said he 
himself and probably the Jury had 
thought it was common ground that 
accused had the wallet in his right 
hip pocket, In the witness stand, 
however, accused said he took the 
wallet from his right Inner jacket 
pocket. If accused's story was true, 
he could not see why S, R. O. Grim- 
mitt should bring such ao charge 
against him, If the Jury were satls- 
fled that accused had deliberately 
given'a bribe to the revenuc officer, 
they had to set themselves a diMficul 
task, that of reconciling the giving 
of ‘the bribe with the first charge. 

The Jury, without retiring, return- 
ed a unanimous verdict of guilty on 
the first count, and a majority verdict 
of 5-2 of guilty on the second count. 


JUDGE SATISFIED 


Addressing ' accused, his Lordship 
said: “Chau Tak-fong, you have 
been found gullty of the offences, 
IT am gulte satisfied, as I have seen 
and I have heard, that you have for 
some Ume at least been actively 
engaged {n this worst of -all traffic 
on a very large’ scale, When I find 
people being at such pains as to have 
made and prepare their own furni- 
ture to act os seeret hiding places 
for drugs, I must trent it os a very 
scrious.ond.a_very- deliberate offence.. 

“Your wickedness docs not end

that I read of the denth of an old 
friend’) Richard Arthur Lrabazon 
Ponsonby-Fane. It $s aver twenty 
years ogo since I first met him In 


the days when he was Private 
Sceretary to Sir Henry May and for 
” year or two at least he used to 
play for the Clvil Service Cricket 
Club on Saturdays. He was a really 
fine wickel-keeper who never used 
pads and, I belleve, in his younger 
days seldom wore gloves. As a 
bowler of lobs he. was perhaps more 
unexpected than dangerous, but as a 
batsman he was indeed a thorn In 
the bowlers’ sides... Crouching low 
down he played an entirely defen- 
sive game—indeed when playing 
buck he had a trick of sNpping his 
hand half-way down the blade of the 
bat and patting the ball to rest in 
hls block. But when: the impatient 
bowler sent down a full toss it was 
well and truly dealt with and I have 
never seen a man take so many im- 
pertinent short runs with impunity. 
“Pon Pon", as he was affectionately 
nicknamed, was one of the members 
of the 1. Zingarl who strictly obeyed 
the club rule that’ if struck the 
plnyer must not rub the injured 
spot, I have seen hlm take some 
terrific blows quite imperturbably. 

It is probable that as a- cricketer 
Ponsonby Fane never passed the 
good Club standard, but few men 


‘have ever surpassed him in, his love 


of ‘the game, and by no, one was the 
spirit of cricket more- clearly ex- 
pressed.
